When 
the facts concerning the raid became 
knowh, the gavernment repudiated the 
registry, and the Carmencita flew for a 
time the Norwegian flag. It is under- 
stood the schooner ¢ghanged several 
names in order to preserve registry and 
that finally, under the name “Aca- 
pulco,” Mexican cegistration was again 
secured.

AILWAY FREIGHT ON ORANGES. 
A-voluntary lowering of rates by 

a railway company “in pursuance of a 
profit-sharing policy between the rat:- 
road and the tillers of the soil” is 
surely unprecedented in the annals of 
the country. Yet this policy has been 
earried out during the present autumn 
by the Great Northern line. Without 
any demand being made by the 
farmers, who are enjoying the boon 
of a bumper harvest, the freight rates 
on wheat have been reduced on a scale 
ranging f half-a-cent to five cents, 
accordl to distance. The argument 
at the back of such a concession 
amounts to this, that as the railway 
is profiting by the greatly increased 
amount of goods to be hauled, the 
wheat farmers who have supplied these 
goods shall have a fair share of the 
enhanced aggregate profits of haulage. 
None are more surprised than the 
farmers themselves into whose lap this 
gift has fallen. It is a great gift, for 
over the territory affected estimates 
show that $2,000,000 will be saved this 
fall in freight to the men who have 
grown the wheat. Nor does the bene- 
fit end here. The Northern Pacific, a 


competing line of railroad, bas prompt- 
ly had to meet reduction, and, through 
the ramifications of mutua) interde- 
pendence, every other system in the 
Northwest will doubtless be compelled 
to follow suit. So if in such business 
matters good deeds be not exactly con- 
tagious, self-interest at all events may 
lead to their being imitated in deed if 
not in spirit. | 
There is no call to question the mo- 
tive that has animated the Great 
Northern management in the lesson it 
thus gives to all the railway manage- 
ments in America. Cynics will of 
course say that the railroads are in 
public disrepute, that the country has 
mAde up its mind no longer to permit 
their extortions, and that a reform of 
legislative interference of a far-reach- 
ing kind. But even if this be a volun- 
tary amendment of conduct for no 
higher motive than to evade punish- 
‘ment, the result is none the less a mat- 
for congratulation. A world of 
trouble will be averted, political and 
commercial. if railroad. administrators, 
apart altogether from the matter of 
conscience, are brought to see that, in 
the end, it is mighty poor business to 
offend the people's sense of right. 

The subject is of all the more inter- 
est to The Times and to its readers, 
because, so long ago as February last. 
it was urged in these columns that the 
railways of the Southwest should do 
for this section of the country precise- 
ly what the railways of the Northwest 
have now done for their section. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
armed with the power of judicial in- 
quiry but not with the power to enforce 
its decisions, had declared that the 
freight rate on oranges should be re- 
duced from $1.25 per hundred pounds 
to $1.15. In an editorial] On the sub- 
ject The Times made this appeal: “Is 
it quite hopeless to suggest that the 
chance is a splendid one for the railroad 
powers to put themselves right with 
the public, and win back a measure of 
public sympathy? The Interstate 
Commerce Commission, with incisive 
logic, points oat that a rate of $1.25 per 
hundred pounds, which was fair when 
énly a few hundred cars were moved 
during a season, cannot be fair when 
the traffic has grown to the wholesale 
dimensions of nearly 30,000 cars per 
annum; when larger cars are used; 
When the minimum weight of carloads 
has been heavily increased; and when 
rebates, which, if wrong in principle, 
meant all the same a refund in hard 
cash, have been abolished. ... Why 
should not the railway companies ac- 
cept these arguments from such 4n 
honorable tribunal with some show ol 
magnanimity? Is it good policy on 
their part—or even paying policy, te 
bring the mattes down to its lowest 
plane—to keep on fighting in such «a 
mean-spirited cause right to the last 
legal ditch? Uniess they are biind to 
the signs of the times they must see 
that public opinion on the rates ques- 
tion is thoroughly aroused.” 

But the railways of the Southwest 
have remained dumb, they have con- 
tinued to ignore the verdict of the com- 
mission, and presumably in the coming 
season they will continue to exact the 
extra fifteen cents per hundred pounds 
—in other words will compel the pay-

FATAL ACCIDENT AT OXNARD 
SUGAR FACTORY. 


Man Empleyed on the Crystallisers 
Faille inte Mass of Thick Syrup 
Where Cruel Maims 
Him—Lives Two Hours Heart 
and intestines Torn Out.

OXNARD, Sept. 2%.—A fall into «a 
mixer at the sugar factory here tolay 
resulted in the death of Frank Amegell.

Will Operate Old Lane Mine 
Other Darwin Property—Ri 
County Riches—Gold Roads is Driv- 
ing Out Evildoere—Chioride Again 
to Front, 


The Darwin Mining Company has 
just been organized by seven residents 
of Los Angeles as a close corporation 
and will begin work at once at Darwin, 
Inyo county, where it already owns 
one property and has an option on the 
Lane mine, a property which made & 
fortune for its original owner, D. C. 
Lane of Los Angeles. 

The officers are L. E. Porter, prest- 
dent and general manager; C. H. 
Thompson, vice-president; 8. P. Porter, 
secretary; J. J. Seeman, treasurer; all 
of whom are residents of this city. 
President Porter left last night for the 
mines to start work. Vice-President 
Thompson accompanying him ase far 
as San neisco. The company is 
capitalized at $1,000,000. General Man- 
ager Porter was formerly superinten- 
dent of the famous Bagdad mine and 
developed it from a prospect to a divi- 
dent payer. 

The mines are near the Argus Moun- 
talns, twenty-three miles south of the 
terminus of the Carson and Colorado 
Raliroad at Keeler. On the property 
owned by the company there is a tun- 
nel in 1300 feet, showing fine bodies of 
ore. On the Lane property there are 
big bodies of high-grade ore. It is a 
carbonate smelting ore throughout, and 
there is a fifty-ton smelser bu" by 
the Lane company. Before its comple- 
tien Mr. Lane made his fortune Db 
shipping, despite the handicap of lac 
of transportation facilities.
